as banks and building and loan as­ 
sociations— is being favorably com­ 
mented upon. 


S e n a t o r T e l l e r has said that 
•me might as well try to stop 
crime by publishing every crimi- 
mal’s name as to attempt to reg­ 
ulate trusts by a bureau of pub­ 
licity. Referring to this statement 
tke Chicago Record-Herald says 
that “ if publicity were to be con­ 
sidered by itself alone or in con­ 
junction with other mild pallia­ 
tives the senator’s contemptuous 
disposal of it would be entirely 
justified. ” And yet, says the Com­ 
moner, we may not forget that so 
far as the anti-trust campaign of 
the republican party is concerned, 
publicity is to be considered prac­ 
tically “ by itself alone. ” 


- T h e Windsor Review has the 
following of interest to owners of 
chickens : 
“ Senator C. C. D ick­ 
inson’s bill 
to 
punish chicken 
thieves is a stunner and, should 
it become a law, will do away 
with the brief jail sentences now 
given such criminals. 
It provides 
that any person guilty of stealing 
chickens, or any person buying 
such fowls and knowing them to 
be stolen, shall be deemed guilty of 
grand larceny, regardless of the 
value of the fowls, and liable to a 
penitentiary sentence not exceed­ 
ing five years or by a fine not ex­ 
ceeding $200 or by imprisonment 
in the county jail not exceeding six 
months or by both such fine and 
imprisonment. 
Let it pass unan­ 
imously.

When insurance com­ 
panies can raise their rates nearly 
one hundred per cent in two months, 
without any apparent cause, and 
certainly with no local cause, it fs 
highly desirable that the public be 
able to see a statement of the af­ 
fairs of the companies and know 
why they are being thus misused.

made since the first of January, 
and yet there have been no heavy 
losses here in ten years. 
No town 


in the state can show a better 
record, and the rates, instead of 
being raised, really ought to be 
lowered, and that very materially. 
The eoactment of such a law as 
the one proposed by Senator Zevely 
would give the public some oppor­ 
tunity to judge as to the justice or 
iojustice of these exorbitant rates. 
It ought to pass. 
The press of the 
state is taking care that it be set 
before the people. 


T h e New York Commercial has 
from time to time noted the quite 
general lack of assertive opposition 
to electric railroad construction on 
the part of the owners and mana­ 
gers 
of 
the older steam lines. 
Even, says that paper, in instances 
where the new lines practically 
parallel the steam railroad tracks 
there has been a very general con­ 
viction on both sides that the 
trolleys 
create and foster “ the 
travel habit, ” thus operating as a 
promoter of paspenger traffic for 
both sorts of roads. 
There are 
signs of alarm, however, “ up in 
Maine. ” 
The trolley traffic there 
has been developed enormously in 
the past ten years— especially in 
those sections of the state where 
the tracks traverse summer resort 
territory. 
The 
Maine 
Central 
Railway 
company, 
controlling 
practically ail the steam lines in 
the state, has generally met the 
low rates of the trolley lines be­ 
tween 
competing 
points, 
and, 
while 
more 
passengers 
have 
probably 
been 
carried 
by 
the 
steam lines than ever before, it is 
still questionable if the old com­ 
pany’s revenues have been as large 
as the traffic should yield. 
So it is 
not at all surprising that a bill in­ 
troduced a few days ago in the 
Maine legislature authorizes steam 
railroad corporations to build and 
operate street railroads and to pur­ 
chase or lease such railroads. 
It, is 
said that the Boston and Maine 
and the Maine Central railroads 
are behind the movement, it being 
asfeerted in Augusta that they fear 
that in the future a swift trolley 
line will run between Bangor and 
and Boston— about 300 miles. 
It 
is also said that some of the electric 
road officers and owners favor the 
scheme. 
It was general talk about 
the state house that the Maine Cen­ 
tral is back of the bill, and some 
interesting developments are ex­ 
pected.

Northern Territory . 
I were to tell y ou that iu far- 
off Alaska, whose resou rces are ju st 
becoming known, there is an ex ten­ 
sive forest in which are fou nd nu m­ 
berless trees from six to eight feet in 
diameter and 2 00 feet in height y on 
wou ld qu estion my v eracity ,” said an 
official of the interior department the 
other day to a Washington Star re­ 
porter. 
^‘Nev ertheless, that is the 
fact,” he added. “President Roose­ 
v elt recently created a forest reserv e, 
embracing most of the islands of the 
Alex ander archipelago, ly ing on the 
sou theast coast of Alaska. These is­ 
lands, mou ntainou s in character, ex­ 
tend along the coast for abont 2 60 
miles, and from the shore to their ent­ 
er limits is abou t 60 miles. It is a fact 
that practically ev ery foot of scil is 
cov ered with denee v egetable life, 
trees of mammoth size growing 
abu ndantly from the coast clear u p 
the mou ntain sides to an elev ation of 
2 ,000 or 2 ,5 00 feet. Practically all of 
the v alu able timber of Alaska is con­ 
centrated in this grou p of islands, 
and has been bu t little cu t. 
“People generally hav e a miscon­ 
ception of climatic conditions in 
Alaska, especially in the sou theastern 
pan-handle. It is a matter of record 
that on the Alex ander archipelago 
there is an annu al rainfall of 8 0 inch­ 
es, most of the moistu re descending 
in the form of a gentle mist, keepii^ 
the BOO constantly damp. The warm 
Japan cu rrent ru ns in close by , mod­ 
erating the temperatu re. Snow is 
practically u nknown, y et a few miles 
in oh the mainland the winters are 
sev ere. There the effects of the 
Japan cu rrent are bu t little felt. The 
forests of the archipelago were re­ 
cently stu died by an officer of the 
nav y department sent for that pu r­ 
pose. He reported that only the 
spru ce and hemlock reach the pro­ 
portions I hav e giv en y ou , althou gh 
y ellow cedar, a most v alu able wood, 
often reaches a diameter of three or 
fou r feet. The smaller trees are the 
alder, cottonwood, poplar, maple, 
willow and red cedar. No dou bt when 
the timber su pply of the United 
States becomes depleted, as it cer- 
tainily will at the present rate of cu t­ 
ting, the v irgin forests of Alaska will 
make a v alu able contribu tion to the 
nation’s su pply . The president was 
fortu nate in reserv ing this rich spot 
before its presence became known to 
timber specnlators and before the 
hand of man worked dnv astation 
throu ghou t its length and b^oodth.’’

Specimens Seldom Survive Transporta­ 
tion from Borneo Home« 
The 
latest 
arrival 
which has 
found a home in the new ape house in 
a prominent London park is a young 
male example of the long-nosed, or 
proboscis, monkey (Nasalislarvatus), 
confined to the island 
of Borneo, 
says the Txmdon Field. 
This animal was made kno^ni to 
science in 1?81 by Baron 
\V urmb, 
the governor of Batavia. This is the 
first specimen brought alive to Eng­ 
land, and as it did fairly well on the 
passage, afid is now settling down in 
its quarters, feeding well at frequent 
intervals, one may hope that it will 
live for some time. 
Even in the gardens at Bultonzorg 
there has been great 
difficulty 
in 
keeping these monkeys in confine­ 
ment. It was not easy to get them to 
eat rice, and their ordinary diet in a 
free state does not consist of fruit, 
but of the young buds of certain trees 
growing in marshy ground and on 
river banks, marsh plants, and some 
other small bitter wild fruits. 
In 
1899 an attempt was made to intro­ 
duce this species into the zoological 
gardens at Ghizeh. Of five procured 
in Borneo two died on the passage, 
one died soon after being landed at 
Port Said, the fourth, an adult fe­ 
male, was moribund when 
she ar­ 
rived at the gardens, where the young 
male lived only for a month.

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


o traag e Acciden ts to Sp eech es Ex p lain eo 
—Un sp o k en Wo rds Prin ted. 
^"There are three estates in parlia­ 
ment/^ said Macaulay once in a su­ 
perb speech in the house of eoinnions, 
‘‘but in* the reporters' .ixailery yonder 
there sits a fourth estate more im­ 
portant than them all.*'' 
This famous declaration— which 
is now reirarded gen era I Iv not as a 
mere rhetorical figure of speec h, but 
as a literal truth—was not received 
-iwith “ loud and prolonged ehcers'^ by 
the representatives of the press. 
In the Frencli ciiaiuber ui depu­ 
ties, says the J iondon ]\Iail, it is a 
common episode for the reporters to 
applaud sentiments in aeetird with 
the policy of the newspnpcir they 
represent uttered by representatives 
on the iioor beluw'. The only incident 
of the kind that ever occurred in tlie 
press gallery of the house of connnons 
was when an excitable reporter in t he 
staff of the Dublin Freeman’s J our­ 
nal enthusiastically waved a copy of 
that organ about his head and loudly 
cheered on the conclusion of Glad­ 
stone’s great speech introducing the 
home rule bill of 1886. 
In the gallery the reporters are 
most orderly. 
They never display 
their feelings there. But in the writ- 
ing-ont rooms behind, where the re­ 
porters,’ after a bad quarter of an 
honr in the box, wrestle with the 
hieroglyphics on their note books, 
tories may be heard denouncing Mr. 
Brodrick for dropping his voice, and 
radicals 
saying 
imeomplimentary 
things of Mr. Asquith for 
tearing 
along at a rate no shorthand writer 
couM overtake. 
Nor are the reporters proud. Mem- 
hem make a show of addressing their 
remarks to the chair, “ ilr. Speaker, 
sir/’ each begins. They also pretend 
in their elaborate show of argument 
to be anxious to bring honorable gen- 
tleaaen on the opposite side of the 
booBe around to their own views and 
©pinions. Instances of votes having 
been diverted by a speech from one 
-lobby to the other are extremely rare 
in the history of parliament. N o, the 
volume of talk, talk, talk, which flows 
Tinoeasingly during the session, is in­ 
tended exclusively for the journalists, 
busy with pen and pencil in the gal­ 
lery over the speaker’s chair. 
Dnring the time of dining — be­ 
tween seven and nine o’clock—when 
as a rule the undistinguished mem­ 
bers of the house have the only op­ 
portunity at their disposal of stating 
their views, an honorable gentleman 
may be seen addressing an audience 
consisting solely , so far as the floor 
of the house is concerned^ of the 
speaker and the clerks at the table. 
however, is not in the least dis­ 
concerted by the meagemess of his 
audience. 
He has sent the manu­ 
script of his speech to the local organ 
of his constituency , or he is aware 
that the representative of that news­ 
paper is in the reporters’ gallery tak­ 
ing down almost every word that falls 
from his lips. Why, then, should he 
bother, because his colleagues prefer 
the delights of the smokjng-room, the 
dining-room or the terrace to listen­ 
ing to him? 
A few years ago there happened 
to be two members named Power in 
the Irish party. 
J ohn wrote out a 
most eloquent speech, which he pro­ 
posed to deliver in an approaching 
Irish debate, and sent it beforehand 
to a Dublin' daily newspaper. 
On the night of the debate the 
other Power (Richard) succeeded in 
first “ catching the speaker’s eye,” 
and next morning the Dublin daily 
newspaper, assuming it was J ohn that 
had spoken, came out with the re­ 
port, five columns long, of a grand 
epeech, which, though it was plenti- 
. fully supplied with “ cheers,” ^oud 
laughter,” “ hear, hear” and cries of 
^ 0, no,” had never been delivered. 
That night, when the copies of the 
Dublin daily newspapers were de­ 
livered at the house of commons, J ohn 
iiad to endure an unmerciful amount 
oi banter. Yet he boldly got up in 
the house later on, amid roars of de­ 
risive cheers and laughter, and pro­ 
ceeded to deliver—an entirely dif­ 
ferent, but quite as eloquent speech. 
Such incidents contribute to the 
hm of reporting parliament.
